BRAZILIAN REBELS

Buenos Aires, October 31.—(By The 
Associated Press)—The aims of te 
Brazilian rebels in the southern state 
of Rio Grande do Sul have been made 
public in a proclamation issued at 
Uruguavena. . 

The rebels’ demand that the pow-

Asking the commission to render 
periotlical reports to the council on 
the progress of its work and urging 
both Greece and Turkey to execute 
loyally the convention for the  ex- 
change of populations, the report de- 
clines to express any opinion on the 
recent arrests of Greeks in Constan- 
tinople. “ 

Inasmuch as Greece and Turkey 
had rained the general question of the 
treatment of minorities, the council 
asked both governments to submit to 
the council at its December meeting 
in Rome reports on the situation of 
the Greek minority in Constantinople 
and the Turkish minority in western 
Thrace.

Received at Union station upon bis 
arrival by representatives of the state 
department and the Mexican embaasy, 
the president-elect called upon Secre- 
tary Hughes and then President Cool- 
idge at the white house. He was 
the guest at an official dinner terder- 
ed by Secretary Hughes at the Pan- 
American union tonight and will be 
the guest of President Coolidge at 
luncheon tomorrow. 

No Enmity for Britain. 

Discussing conditions in reply to 
questions by correspondents, General 
Calles declared that there exists n» 
enmity between~the people of Great 
Britain and Mexico, and aacerted that 
what unpleasantness has occurred is 
due to the “dishonesty, falsehood and 
misrepresentation of one of Great 
Britain’s representatives in Mexico.” 

The president-elect added that by 
this he did not refer to H. C. Cum- 
mins, the British charge des archives, 
whose expulsion from Mexico caused 
the interruption of diplomatic reli- 
tions between the two countries. 

The Cummins case, he said. was @ 
closed one, *s Mexico would never 
yield to Great Britain on it. The 
interruption of commercial relaticns 
with England, in his opinion, he de- 
clared, was a question of: greater in- 
terest to Great Britain than to Mex- 
ico. General Calles said he had not 
come to any conclusion as to whetger 
a conyrvative government in England 
would be more or less favorable to re- 
suming relations with his country 
than a labor one.

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HEALTH TALKS

THE DENTAL HYGIENIST. 
A letter from a young woman who 


writes “D. H.” after her name takes 
me to task for my “wrong impression, | 


of dental hygiene,” and informs me 
that there are not as yet a sufficient 
number of dental hygienists to fil 
the openings in schools and public in- 
stitutions and private offices. 

Here is a field which should be ah 
inviting one for young men and young 
women—the practice of dental hy- 
giene. I cannot define exactly whas 
that practice includes and what it ex- 


cludes, nor do I know anything defi- 
nite about the requirements for admis- 
sion to a school where the art is 
taught, but dental hygienists are rap- 
idly filling openings in the offices of 
dentists everywhere, and the condi- 
tions and emoluments of the work 
seem to be attractive. 

In her letter the dental hygienist 
tells me she is glad that I have dwe't 
on the importance of the diet as a fac- 
tor in the preservation of the teeth. 
‘People have always known more or 
less ef the toothbrush,” she says, “but 
they cannot believe that diet has any- 
thing to do with the teeth. It is our 
big point. We try to teach mothers 
particularly that it is the greatest far- 
tor in tooth formation. May I hope 
that you will soon be won t« the pop- 
ular idea. IT am sure you could help 
us in a great many ways, we who are 
us yet pioneers in the great and grow- 
ing field of dental hygiene.”

Let me repeat, therefore, the three 
main factors of diet in relation to the 
preservation of the teeth: 

1.—The more liberal daily use of 
dairy products, the equivalent of not 
less than a quart of milk per day per 
person. 

2.—Leafy vegetables twice a day at 
any cost. 

3.—Eat some raw vegetable food, 
cereal or at least some raw fruit ev- 
ery day. 

The diet of the expectant mother is 
of the greatest importance in the 
question of the formation and preser- 
vation of her baby’s teeth. The diet 
of the nursing mother is still a very 
important factor, but less so than was 
her diet before the baby was born. 
The diet of the child is still of con- 
siderable importance, thouzh perhaps 
not of greater importance than wa? 
the mother’s diet.

An investigation of ~the Fulton 
County Police Department shows that 
the department is ruuning efficiently 
and smoothly and getting full and

missioners, vg 

An inspection of the roads and 
bridges over a considerable area of 
Fulton County showed most of the 
roads in excellent condition, but a few 
of them need immediate repairs. Gar- 
retts bridge and Mason & Turner 
Road bridge over the Chattahoochee 
river are in bad condition, and we 
urge that they have frequent exam- 
inz.tion by competent bridge engineers. 
The bridge on the Fairburn ~. road 
acruss the A., B. & A. railroad be- 
tween Ben Hill .and Adamsville is 
dangerous—not being in line with the 
highway and the approaches are on 
sharp curves—the bridge itself is. evi- 
dently weak and new bridge should be 
built. On the whole, we consider the 
condition of the highways good, and 
is rapidly improving. We especially 
approve of the policy that is being 
adopted substituting concrete for 
wood in bridge and culvert con- 
struction. 

The Almshouse is a credit to the 
county. 

The committee of the Grand Jury 
investigating the industrial farm for 
negro boys found this an admirable 
institution, locate} on a splendid piece 
of farming land. ‘The farm is in high 
state of cultivation in crops raised by 
the boys. ‘The property had the ap- 
pearance of being well cared for and 
the building is in a fair state of re- 
pair. There should be some repairs 
made to the boiler room, which is ip 
a dangerous coniition. 

We recommend that greater atten- 
tion be paid to the education of these 
boys. One teacher for 135 boys is 
insufficient. We recommend that a 
werkshop, equipped with tools and 
machinery be added to the present 
equipment, and that a competent in- 
structor be employed to teach indus- 
trial arts., A steam laundry should 
also be built. 

The committee surveying the indus- 
trial farm for white boys desires to 
speak in the highest terms of the man 
Who conceived and worked out this 
plan for reclaiming wayward 
The buildings are in poor state of re- 


| pair, and the woodwork should be at- 
| tended to’ without delay—the plumb-

CORAH DECLINES 
TO COMMENT ON PROBE. 

Chicago, October 31.—The senate 
committee, which under Senator 
Borah, has beeu investigating party 
eampaign funds and expenditures in 
Chicago and Washington, has adjourn- 
ed its hearings here to restime ses- 
sions after the election, probably in 
Washington. 

Before leaving Chicago for Wasb- 
ington ¥riday night Senator Borah 
said that hearings might also be 
eld in other cities, but said he could 
not indicate the names of these cities 
as yet, and could not say what further 
witnesses would be called. 

After the investigations have been 
completed, he said. the senate commit- 
tee will make a report to congress on 
its findings. Borah said that he 
eonld make no @-inment at present on 
dsclosures of the hearing to date. 

To Publish Collections. 

Borah plans to ask party treasurers 
to submit to him wports of ‘coliec- 
tions and expenditures up to Novem- 
ber 3, and will make these figures 
public before the election. 

J. N. Nelson, chairman of the La 
Fcllette-Wheeler campaign organiza- 
t'cn; William Hodges, republican na- 
tional committee treastrer, and George

Interested In Funds. 

“T am especially interested in the 
second statement now officially ack- 
nowledged by you. As an insured 
member of the order. | have a direct 
financial concern in the fund which is, 
as you know, in part a contingent re- 
serve for the protection of our insur- 
ance and order. 

“Your threats by which you seek to 
coerce my vote and political activities, 
convince me even more than ever that 
Samuel Gompers has been right all his 
life until now in keeping the unions 
as organizations out of polities. 

“You quote certain rules of our or- 
der which very. properly require each 
member to abide by the decision of the 
order on matters of industrial agree 
ments or disputes. This requirement 
of unanimous action after the decision 
is of the very essence of unicnism 
within its field. This is the very rea- 
son why labor organzations should 
keep out of another field in which ex- 
actly the opposite principle is neces- 
Sary, which is that individual free- 
dom of action, which a union man 
must not have in an industrial dis- 
pute, every American citizen must 
have in a political contest, It will 
be fatal to unionism if it ever un- 
dertakes by union discipline to coerce 


the vote or political course of the in-) 
dividual member.

“We have passed laws forbidding 
such actions by corporations and also 
prohibiting them to contribute cor- 
poration funds to political purposes.

Berlin, October 31.—An ‘ ancient 
scourge, whose origin is Jost in the 
obscure medical history of centuries, 
long past, has descended on the tiny 
fishing villages along the curving 
shores of the Haff. Modern medical 
science has failed to diagnose the 
sickness. The fisher folk are starv- 
ing and entire villages are threatened 
with extinction because the brawny 
sailors who haul the nets have lost 
control of their bodies. 

The disease is a form of paralysis 
and in the legends of the cold East 
Prussian coast it is known as the 
“Haff malady.” Once stricken with 
the disease the fishers no longer can 
go out in their boats, Fishing is the 
only support along the shores of Haff 
bay, an inland arm of the Baltic. 

Several weeks ago, the disease ap- 
peared along the shores of the Haff.

New York, October 31.—Governor 
Alfred E. Smith tonight accused Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, his republican oppo- 
nent, of making “gross misstate- 
ments” about the governor’s attitude 
toward the schools, and asserted that 
in sending marines to the Teapot 
Dome oil reserves, Colonel Roosevelt, 
as assistant secretary of the navy, 
committed a “lawless and unheard-of 
act.”

They did not believe in war 
or the taking of human or any. other 
life. 

When their chiefiain died in 1886, 
Veregrin was called on as their lead- 
er, for he had been a sort of adopted 
son to her. 

Veregrin himself was persecuted 
and more than once sent to the sa't 
mines of Siberia. However, through 
the intervention of Count Tolstoi, in 
1902, he obtained permission to take 
his followers out of Russia. He 
came to Canada and made arrange- 
ments with Sir. Wilfred Laurier, 
then premier of Canada.

Washington, October 31.— The 
treasuty has completed its plans for 
redemption of the loan of 1925—one 
of the issues of federal obligations 
used fo secure national bank notes— 
and thereby is prepared next Febru- 
ary to take a big step toward the 
eventual replacement of national 
bank notes by currency issued under 
the federal reserve act. 

Announcement of the 


treasury’s 


program was made tonight by eere- | 


tary Mellon as follows: 

“The treasury announces that it 
has called, for redemption and pay- 
ment on February 2, 1925, the Unit- 
ed States 4 per cent bonds of 1925, 
dated February 1, 1895, and that 
such bonds will cease to bear interest 
on that date. 

Wipes Out $118.549,000 Debt. 

“In order to facilitate redemption, 
holders are urged to present their 
bonds, well in advance of February 2 
so as fo insure prompt payment when 
due. This is particularly important 
with respect *6 registered bonds, as 
payment eapnot be made until regis- 
tration shall have been discharged 
by the ‘treasury department division

The call will end the life of $118.- 
459,000 in federal securities. It also 
will force the retirement of an equal 
amount of national bank notes, is- 
sued against the bonds now scattered 
widely over the country in perhaps 
five hundred different national banks. 
The banks now holding the bonds, 
however, have an alternative in that 
they may obtain through purchase 
other federal bonds bearing the ecir- 


culation privilege and merely substi- | 


tute the oustanding securities for 
those to be retired. 

The loan for 1925 automatically 
matures next February, under 
30-year “life, and the law providing 
for its retirement specifies that the 
treasury shall give three months’ no- 
tice to the holders of the securities. 
The announcement of plans for re- 
demption was made tonight in ac 
cordance with that provision. 

Nearly $750,000,000 Still Out. 

In addition to the $118,000,000 -to 
be paid off, there will remain out- 
standing bonds bearing the circula- 
tion privilege to the amount of 
almost three-quarters of a_ billion 
dollars. Six hundred million dollars 
in these securities—the 2 per cent 
consols—will mature in 1930, and the 
remainder fall due in 1936 and 1938. 

As the maturing bonds are believed 
by treasury officials to be held in 
every section of the country, the 
amount of national bank note ctr. 
culation to be retired in each locality 
is expected to be relatively small. 
Some officials believe the actual re- 
tirement ‘in February will be mate- 
rially reduced, as many of the banks, 
they said, already have anticipated 
the retirement and have purchased 
other federal securities to place be.

Buenos Aires, October 31.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Suppression 
of the post of Argentine minister to 
the vatican was recommended ‘today 
by the budget committee of the cham- 
ber of deputies which is consideriaz 
next year’s estimates.

The piece of financing undertaken recently by the Detroit Edison

among rapidly growing utilities. 

The great growth in the demand for power and light is something 
that did not develop to such proportions until recent years. In former 
times it was customary for utilities to execute mortgages with author- 
ized limitations. The limits were placed at amounts considered to be 
safely in excess of requirements for the calculable future. In most 
instances the amount of bonds authorized under the working mortgage, 
up to a year or so ago, had been so far in excess of the amount out- 


Old Type of Lien Passing. 
__ Times in that respect have changed or rapidly are changing. Util- 
ities during recent years have had to borrow in unprecedented amounts 
to expand plant facilities. The result is that some companies now have 
issued bonds up to the authorized limit.

On Radio by Telepathist 


Columbus, October 31.—“This is 
station WEAQO, Ohio State univer- 
sity. Please stand by for five min- 
utes while Professor Harold E. Burt 
broadcasts thoughts from the human 
mind.” 


The professor, a psychologist of 
considerable fame in the realm of 
mental telepathy experiments, stepped 
up to the microphone and began 
thinking silent thoughts into it. 

On a table at his side were a deck 
of cards, three cigarettes each of a 
different brand, and a pair of dice. 

Without saying a word. the pro- 
fessor picked up a card, looked it 
in the face and thought: 

“Ace of hearts! Ace of hearts! Ace 
of hearts!” 

The exclamation marks indicate the 
force with which the psychologist 
hurled these silent images vf speech 
He was giving 
the job every ounce of eccncentration 
he had. 

At their receiving 
various parts of the country. scores 
of Professor Burt’s colleagues were 
tuning their supersensitive intellects 


instruments in 


on station WEAQ, strairing every 
mental antenna in an effort to fizure 
ef what thoughts the great professor 
was unburdening himself. 


Burt was careful to explain before 
the test that he entertained no theory 
that it is actually possible to radio- 
cast thoughts, but that he merely 
wanted to try it out to be sure that he 
wasn't overlooking anything. 

He chose to think about cards, dice 
and cigarettes, he said, so there 
couldn’t be any faking on the part of 
those who were listening :n. No one 
would ever suspect a professor of 
concentrating on such thinys. 


After the card experiment the pro- 
fessor rolled out the dice, read their 
message and gaye it some good hari 
thouzht. Then he selected a cigarette 
and thought about that. 

Whether the thoughts landed any- 
where or are doomed to wander for- 
ever through space will not be known 
for three weeks. Professor Burt will 
announce the result of his experiment 
on November 20. 

Meanwhile most of his time will be 
devoted to analyzing the postcard re- 
ports of his colleagues.

The Southern 
Pacific company also executed a lease 
under which it will take over the oper- 
ation of these roads beginning tomor- 
row, as a part of its own system. 

Consolidation of the two railroads 
puts Julius Kruttschnitt, chairman of 
the Southern Pacific. at-the head of 
a 12,370-mile transportation system 
with total assets of more than §2,- 
000,000,000.

PARK COMMISSION 
LIKELY TO REFUSE 
OFFER FOR PARK 


Refusal of Fulton county's offer of 
$45,000 for Beall park probably will 
be voted Monday by the park com- 
mittee of city council, members 
of that body stated Friday. A spe- 
cial meeting of the park committze 
has been called for 2 o’clock Monday 
afternecun by Chairman James L. 
Wells, councilman from the eighth 
ward, and that body will make recom- 
mendatiens to council on refusal or 
acceptance of the county’s offer. 

Members of the committee stated 
that every attempt to sell the prop- 
erty will be fought because of tne 
fact that Beall park now is being 
used as a playground, and is the only 
site available for that purpose in the 
neighborhood. The park is bounded by 
Washington street, Woodward ave- 
nue aud Brown place. 

The land was purchased by the 
city five years ago for $35,000, and 
at that time it was intended to erect 
a school building on the site. How- 
ever, approximately $5,000 worth of 
playground equipment was installed 
early this year, and members of the 
ark committee claim that, despite the 

$10,000 profit which would be realiz- 
ed by the sale, they will not sanction 
disposal of the property. 

If council refuses the county’s of- 
fer, plans for a new county high 
school may be dropped. The board of 
Fulton county commissioners has 
made tentative plans for erection of a 
$200,000 school building on the site:

NEW ORDINANCE - 
SEEKS TO HALT 
GAS STATIONS 


All permits for operation of curb 
gasoline filling stations in Atlanta 
will be revoked if an ordinance pre- 
sented to the streets committee o° 
city council Friday is acted on favor- 
ably by that body and passed by 
general council. 

The ordiance provides for revoca- 
tion of all licenses permitting opera- 
tion of gasoline pumps on sidewalks 
and curbs. It also orders all opera- 
tors of such stations to restore walks 
to the same conditions in which timmy 
were before the stations were instail- 
ed, and states that no further per- 
mits shall be issued. 

However, the ordinance provides 
that operators of such pumps be given 
six months to make other arrange- 
ments for the sale of gasoline and 
in which to dispose of their property. 
If the ordinance is passed by eouncil 
and signed by the mayor, it would 
not become effective until after a 
six-month period has elapsed. 

The committee failed to act on the 
measure, deferring it until the next 
meeting on November 14,
